WAIVER OF PRELIMINARY HEARING 



By submitting this completed form, the undersigned Defendant, after consultation with his or her Counsel, 
agrees to waive the right to a preliminary hearing altogether. This waiver is based upon the Defendant's having 
been informed of the following: 

1 . The Defendant understands his right to a preliminary hearing under D.C. Superior Court Rule 5 and 
voluntarily waives that right in the matter before the Court. 

2. The Defendant, through Counsel, by waiving the right to preliminary hearing gives up the right to 
cross-examine the government's witnesses or challenge the government's evidence on the issue of 
probable cause at the preliminary hearing. 

3. The Defendant waives the right to subpoena witnesses, testify on his or her own behalf or present 
other evidence on the issue of probable cause at the preliminary hearing. 

4. The Defendant understands that, with or without a waiver of preliminary hearing, the Government 
may take the case directly before the Grand Jury and seek to obtain an indictment against the 
Defendant on this or other charges. 

5. The Defendant understands that all conditions of release ordered in this case remain in effect unless 
subsequently modified by the Court. 

6. In the event that the Grand Jury returns an indictment, the Defendant will be notified by regular mail 
at his or her last known address of record in this case and he or she must return to Court for 
arraignment on that date without any further notice from the Court. 

I have read, or had read to me, the contents of this waiver form. I understand and agree to these terms. After a 
full and fair opportunity to consult with my legal counsel, my signature below constitutes a valid and voluntary 
waiver of my right to have a preliminary hearing in the above referenced case.

On Tuesday. January 10, 2012, at approximately & :44pm, rremb&rs cl the Metropolitan Police Department fMPD"X 
Seventh District, responded to (fie 3200 block of 23rd Stre-sl, Southeast, Washington, DC, for a report of a shooting. Upon 
a nival. officers found a biack male wclim. Eater identified as Nauarro Anthony Brown (DOB 9/7 Jl 993). tying on the sidewalk 
bleed -ng from tie head, suffering from a gunshot wound to the head. One 9mm cartridge casing was- recovered on the 
wafkway approximately 50 feet from where the victim was located. A second 9mm cartridge easing was recovered from the 
street, but appeared to be old and worn. 

DC Fire and EMS reap ended to the scene and transported tie victim to Med Star. The victim (hereinaHet referred 10 as 
"decedent") succumbed to hta injuries and was pronounced deed al 10:47pm, 

On Wednesday, January 11. 2012. Detective Robert Amngton responded to the District of Columbia. Office of the Chief 
Medical Examine and attended me autopsy of the Decedent Navarro Anthony Brown, The autopsy ^as performed Oy Df 
Sunn Pra slier and his findings were [hat me deoedeni has' sjrfered one (1) gunshot wound to Ihe center of [ho back of the 
head above the nape of the m?cfc Thfs gunshot wound was determined to be the cause of death, Or, P rasher ruled the 
manner of death a homicide. 

During the course Df the investigation, a witness was located and provided information in connection with the homicide 
investigation. The witness had a pending crimiriB 1 case at the lime the information was provided. 

According to the witness, the murder occurred on a day in January 2012.. Onihe day of ihe incident, the witness was in the 
area of 23rd and Alabama Avenue, SE, end encountered a subject the witness referred to a&Tai Mike." The witness has 
known Fat Mike for at least one year. During this encounter, the witness observed Fat Mike with a smaN black handgun in 
his waislband 

The witness indicated thai laler the same day. iT observed a teenage girt in an altercation with the decedent. The deoedeni 
as3BL'lted lha teenage girl, and she appeared to be disoriented from the assault The witness (hen observed Fat Mike 
produce a black handgun ans shool the decedent in the head. The witness observed the decedent fa.'l to the ground, and 
moments late", saw Pat Mike running; from the area, holding what appeared to be a handgun. 

Through further investigative leads, Michael Jerome Galioway (DOS: 9/21/1993,. PDID: 610-763) was developed as a 
suspect. On Saturday, August tfi, 2012, a: approximately 7:4 Sam, members ot MPD executed a DC Su peri 3- Court Search 
Warrant on the residence located al| | , Washington, DO 20020.

During the execution of the search warrant, Michael Jerome Galloway was inside of the residence and indicated that he 
lives there in a bedroom documented by MPD as Bedroom #2. Two bags of marijuana were recovered from Bedroom #2. 
Michael Jerome Galloway (hereinafter referred to as "defendant") was placed under arrest for possession of marijuana and 
transported to MPD Homicide Branch to be interviewed. 

The defendant was placed in an interview room and Interviewed by detectives while being video recorded. MPD detectives 
advised the defendant of his Miranda rights, after which time he waived his rights and agreed to provide a statement to the 
detectives. 

During the course of the interview, the defendant was questioned in reference to the murder of Navarro Brown on January 
12, 2012. The defendant admitted to shooting the decedent in the 3200 block of 23rd Street, SE. 

According to the defendant, he observed the decedent engaged in an altercation with a teenage girl, who he knew to be his 
friend's sister. Upon observing the decedent assault the girl, the defendant approached the area and said to the decedent 
"why did you do that?" The decedent replied "fuck you," and turned to run away south on 23rd Street, SE. The defendant 
stated that as the decedent ran away, the defendant pulled a grey or silver handgun from his waistband, and with the gun in 
his left hand, shot the decedent one time. The defendant claimed he did not mean to kill the decedent, and that he did not 
know he had killed him until he saw an MPD flyer investigating the murder. 

The defendant indicated that he ran northbound on 23rd Street, SE, and discarded the firearm Into a sewer drain at the 
comer of 23rd Street and Irving Street, SE. 

After the defendant provided the statement to the police, he rode with them to the scene and pointed out where the murder 
occurred and where he discarded the weapon. 

The defendant indicated that his nickname is Fat Mike.
